THE PROPHET IN THE LIFE OF 
ISRAEL 


LESSON TENT—I Samuel 3:19-21; 7:3- 


GOLDEN TEXT-—He that hath my 
word, let him speak my word faithfully.— 
Jeremiah 23:28, 

Remarkably up-totdate is the 
helpful guidance found in this les- 
son, When our nation finds itself 
facing those other nations which 
would destroy our Christian faith, 
and we know that we need the key 
both to a true victory and a satisfac. 
tory peace, the message of this 
scripture comes with fine helpful- 
ness, 

The prophet Samuel (who was 
also priest and judge) served God 
in ruling his people at a time when 
they were under the hard heel of 
the Philistines. The way out of op- 
pression was. revealed in God's 
Word, which brought revival and 
deliverance—which was not forgot- 
ten in the day of triumph. 

I, God’s Word Declared (3:19-21), 

While a prophet had the ministry 
of foretelling, his chief work was 
forth-telling. He told of the future, 
but his larger ministry was to de- 
clare the message of God. As Sam- 
uel did this in faithful devotion to 
the Lord, there was the immediate 
blessing of God which established 
the prophet throughout the whole 
land. 

Those who are timid about ‘‘limit- 
ing’’ their ministry (imagine that!) 
to the Bible should learn of Samuel 
that it is the only really effective 
message. God will not ‘‘let you 
down”’ if you teach and preach His 
Word. He let none of Samuel’s 
“words fall to the ground’ (vy. 19) 
and He will not desert us as we 
give forth His truth. 

Il. Man’s Heart Revived (7:3-6). 

The response of the people to 
Samuel’s message was _ whole 
hearted, They were sick of their sin 
and idolatry. They proved the 
reality of their repentance by put- 
ting away their heathen gods. 

Such repentange and appropriate 
action is a prerequisite to spiritual 
revival. God cannot give us His 
blessing if we hold on to our sin 
and idolatry. 

Lest anyone think there is no 
idolatry in our day, let him recall 
the many who follow strange and 
heathenish religious cults, and let 
him remember that we have set up 
such gods as money, position, fash- 
jon, and others. We too need to put 
aside our ‘‘strange gods.” 

Note how the revival expressed it- 
self. They gathered together and 
prayed (vv. 5, 6). Spiritual life 
thrives onthe gathering together of 


, God's people. The crisis in Israel 


was met by a convocation of the 
people. We need to revive the great 
soul-stirring religious gatherings of 
a generation ago. Go yourself, and 
encourage others to go. Let the fire 
of God burn, and let those who meet 
scatter far and wide as brands 
which will light new fires. 

“T will pray,” said Samuel. He 
was a great intercessor (I, Sam. 
15:11, Ps. 99:6; Jer, 15:1). Revival 
starts in the faithful intercession of 
a burdened heart. Should we not 
ask ourselves, ‘Have I really 
prayed for revival in my church, 
my city, and my country?” 

Il. A Nation Delivered (7:7-11). 

“Cry unto God ... he will save 
us,”” was the word of Samuel. They 
cried, and He did! ‘‘The Lord thun- 
dered with a great thunder,” and 
discomfited the enemies of Israel. 

In these days of warfare we might 
well cry out, “Lord, do it again,’ 
thunder upon our enemies and de- 
feat them in such a way that they 
and we shall see that it was the hand 
of God and not of men! (See Ps. 
20:7.) 

That is one thing for which we 
might well pray, for ‘‘behold, the 
Lord’s hand is not shortened, that 
it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy, that it cannot hear’ (Isa. 
59:1), 

Seeing Israel at prayer, the enemy 
took advantage of them and at- 
tacked. In the previous battle at this 
very spot (see last Sunday’s les- 
son) Israel had been defeated be- 
cause they had fought with the 
weapons of man, Now, with God’s 
weapons of prayer and faith, they 
had glorious victory. 

IV.. God’s Mercy 
(7:12), 

Samuel raised a stone of remem- 
brance, to remind Israel in the 
years to come that the Lord had 
been their help. A defeated, dis- 
heartened, sinful people had turned 
to God in repentance and faith, and 
God had given them victory. They 
must never forget His mercy, 

One of the great concerns of think- 
ing men in our day is the fear that 
victory may come to us before we 
are spiritually and morally ready 
to receive it. If it does, we shall 
see a mad rush into excesses of all 
kinds, a bold glorying in our own 
ability and power, and even greater 
forgetfulness of God, 

What America needs now is a deep 
going spiritual revival which will 
both prepare us for a’ God-given 
victory, and for the peace which is 
to follow.

ELBA PILOT BASED 
IN ITALY FLIES 
50 COMBAT MISSIONS 


15th AAF In Italy—Cap- 
tain Robert D. Hasters, 23, 
son of Mrs. Eva Easters, of 
Wiba, Ala., recently flew his 
50th combat mission. He is 
a pilot and operations offi- 
cer with a 15th AAF B-24 
Liberator heavy bombard- 
ment unit, based in Italy. 

Among his flights over 
Nazi-held territory was one 
to the submarine pens at 
Toulon, France, a mission 
for which Capt. Easters was 
awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. He was a sec- 
tion leader that day and his 
plane was heavily hit by an- 
ti-aircraft fire before reach- 
ing the target. One engine 
was rendered useless and 
his hydraulic system inop- 
erative, but he continued to 
the sub pens and dropped 
his bombs. On the return; 
his crippled ‘plane was men- 
aced by fighter planes, but 
he brought it safely home. 

“The trip to Toulon was 
a rough one, but at that. I 
consider my six flights to 
Ploesti, Rumania, where the 
Nazis have their largest oil 
refineries, more gruelling. 
It’s flak, flak, flak at Ploesti 
and it comes up at you in 
big lumps. One trip we 
didn’t get shot up, but on the 
other five we sure got it 
plenty. More than once we 
looked at our chutes 4as if to 
say, ‘Well, it’s up to you,’ 
but somehow we always 
made it home,’ commented 
the Elba airman. r 

A graduate of Elba High 
School, Easters spent two 
years at the University of 
Alabama before joining thé 
USAAF in December, 1940.

Whitman 
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SAM McCOLLOUGH 
TELLS OF FIGHTING 
ON ITALIAN FRONT 


“Oh, I’ve had plenty of 
narrow squeaks, but always 
managed to come through,” 
is the manner in which St. 
Sgt. Samuel S. McCollough, 
of Elba, referred to his com- 
bat expriences in Italy, The 
sergeant, who recently re- 
turned to this country, has 
been in the Army for the 
past 18 years. 

While in combat, Set. Me- 
Collough was chief of a 155 
mm, Howitzer field artillery 
battery attached to the 
French fighting in the cen- 
ter sector of the Allied line 
in Italy. He participated in 
the breakthrough at Cassino 
and the Gustave line and 
the fighting for Rome and 
Naples. When he left his 
unit to return to the United 
States, it was about 150 
miles north of Rome, 

Set. McCollough had high 
praise for the French 
diers, stating they were ag- 
gressive and determined 
fighters. Despite «he~ fact 
that they were fighting in 
mountainous terrain where 
the going was tough, the 
French accomplished their 
missions on schedule. 

Referring to the fire mis- 
sions handled by his guns, 
the sergeant stated that 
each gun in his particular 
battery fired almost 7,000 
rounds of ammunition in 
seven months of actual 
fighting in Italy.

DEPENDENT FAMILIUS STILL 
PACE CRITICAL PRIVA'LION 
AND HARDSHIPS 

The 483 families in Coffee 
County who are dependent upon 
the Department of Public Weltare 
because they cannot benefit from 
employment opportunities are 
Still facing critical privation and 
hardship even though their aver- 
age monthly grants are higher 
than they were at the end of the 
last fiscal year, Mrs. Grace M, 
Bbert, County Director of Public 
Welfare said today in releasing 
comparative figures for Septem- 
ber, 1943 and July; 1944, 

“Today we assist 433 families 
at an average monthly payment 
of $16.17," Mrs, Hbert saia, “a 
substantial increaso from Septem- 
ber’s $66 families reoeiving a 
$10,238 average grant,” 

Despite this increase, each fam- 
ily receives less than half of its 
actual minimum needs for food, 
clothing. shelter, medical care, 
and other essentials. She then 
explained that the amount granted 
each family was based upon that 
family's total basic needs in rela- 
tion to funds available, “We 
should like to be in a position to 
make payments which cover each 
family’s total budgeted needs. 
Instead, present payments cover 
on the average only 43 per cent 
of the needs in each family 
group.” 

Thus, with the public assistance 
dollar today estimated as worth 
about 67 cents in terms of its 1940 
purchasing power, it is obvious 
that average grants of $16,17 can- 
not provide adequately for those 
dependent on them, 

“We are all pleased with the 
progress that has been made,” the 
Director stated, “for in September 
we met only 28 pér cent of each 
family’s needs,” She further 
emphasized that 1943 legislation 
increasing public welfare appro- 
priations had made these higher 
grants possible, but said that the 
Department of Public Welfare 
continues to see unmet need 
among various groups assisted. 

Since the major portion of the 
new monies were allocated for 
Old Age Assistance, largest in- 
creases were for this group, from 
256 receiving a $8.98 average to 
314 reciving an average of $15.42. 
though the highest per cent of 
need met was for those in this 
group, payments covering only 
46 per cent of minimum needs 
are far from adequate. 

“Suffering today is perhaps 
greatest, however, among the 
Aid to Handicapped group,” the 
Director declared, “as only 36 per 
cent of the needs o@ this group is 
being met by Aid to Handicapped 
grants. Forty-eight recipients in 
this group received an average 
grant of $11.44 during July 1944.” 

“The Department regularly vis- 
its, or makes contacts. with, fam- 
ilies to determine théir continuing 
eligibility for aid,” the Director 
added; ‘and these contacts under- 
line existing needs and problems 
of those already under care,”

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RUCKER SOLDIERS 
REBUILD JACKSON’S 
BRIDGE IN COFFEE 


Vor fifteen years Coffee 
County farmers have been 
crossing White Water Creek 
over the old Jackson bridge. 
Time and travel were be- 
ginning to tell on the struc- 
ture and a few weeks ago it 
was condemned by county 
officials. 

Demolition of the old 
bridge and immediate con- 
struction of a new one eall- 
ed for experienced minds 
and strong, rugged bodies. 
Highway officials contacted 
the 66th Panther Division, 
who in turn assigned the job 
to its 266th Combat Engi- 
neer Battalion. The county 
supplied all the necessary 
materials while the 266th 
furnished the manpower. 

The second platoon of 
Company ‘“C” immediately 
bivouaced near the south 
end of the bridge, two miles 
from Victoria, and began 
working their way span by 
span across the creek, swo- 
len by heavy summer rains. 
At the end of the first week 
of work ten of the bridge’s 
28 spans had been torn 
down and new ones put in 
their places. 

Latest and most complex 
engineering equipment was 
combined with the old reli- 
able axes, sledge-hammers 
and crowbars. A _ 13-ton 
pile-driver, equipped with a 
1,000-pound hammer, drove 
new pilings into the creek 
bed. as soon as old ones were 
removed. An air hammer, 
powered by a mobile com- 
pressor; made child’s play 
of what might have been a 
tedious job when _ cross- 
beams and flooring had to 
be nailed in place. 


Besides insuring travel 
without mishap for rural 


residents of Coffee County, 
the demolition and construc- 
tion work proved valuable 
training experience for the 
Panther builders.

PACKAGES FOR PRIS. 
ONENS OF WAR AND 
AMERICAN INTERNEES 


The West Coffee County 
Chapter of the American 
Red Cross has been furnish- 
ed with cartons for use in 
sending packages to prison- 
ers of war and American 
Internees who have been of- 
ficially reported. 

The cartons are made of 
plain, heavy cardboard and 


when packed will not ex- 
ceed the dimensions allow- 
ed by authorities. The 
weight of the package 
should not exceed eleven 
pounds, not over eighteen 
inches in length, nor over 
forty-two inches in length 


and girth combined. 

The German Government 
has threatened to confiscate 
all prisoner of war pack- 
ages containing such slo- 
gans as ‘For Victory Buy 
War Bonds,” or other slo- 
gans expressing assurance 
of victory. Articles contain- 
ing such slogans on wrap- 
pings should not be includ- 
ed in the personal package. 

The Provost Marshal 
General furnishes each 
next of kin or emergency 
addressee with labels each 
sixty days. These labels are 
issued in duplicates. The 
original is to be securely 
pasted on the outside of the 
package and the duplicate 
is placed on top of the con- 
tents inside the package. 
The labels may be transfer- 
red if so desired. 

The West Coffee County 
Chapter has helped to pack 
and mail seven next of kin 
packages and fourteen to- 
baeco orders.

ISRAEL'S FIRST KING 


LESSON TEXT—I Samuel 0:15-21; 10: 
25-27; 11:12-15. 

GOLDEN TEX'T—Honor all men, Love 
the brotherhood, Fear God, Honor the 
king.—I Peter 2:17. 

“Well begun is half done,"’ says 
the old proverb, reminding us of the 
importance of a good beginning, 
While it does not guarantee success 
(see next week's lesson), it is emi- 
nently desirable, and truly helpful. 

Israel had foolishly tired of being 
a God-ruled nation and had begun 
to demand a king. 

Samuel was directed of God to the 
man of His choice, Saul, in a very 
remarkable way. He entered upon 
his service as king as an obedient 
and earnest ruler. (Would God that 
he had continued in that way!) 

We note a number of favorable 
elements which indicated the possi- 
bility of a successful reign. He 
was— 


I. Wanted by the People (9:15, 
16). 

A ruler forced upon a nation is 
sure of opposition, but here the peo- 
ple were clamoring for a king to rule 
over them, The way was wide open 
to the interest and the affection of 
their hearts. Saul was just the type 
to please them, Physically he was 
head and shoulders above the people 
—a desired thing in a ruler (see 
10:23), He was mentally fitted (10: 
25)—humble (9:21), spiritually right 
(10:6-9), tolerant and kindly (11:13), 
and a good military leader (ch. 11). 

II, Chosen by God (9:17). 

All these qualities commended 
Saul to God as well as to the people. 
In fact, he was God's choice. A 
man could not enter upon high of- 
fice with any more auspicious token 
for good. 

Observe that what looked like a 
purely chance visit to Samuel, when 
Saul was on business for his father, 
was the occasion for the making 
known of God’s choice. Out of a 
simple experience in daily life came 
an event which changed his entire 
destiny. 

II. Anointed by the Prophet (9: 
18-20). 

The man of God's choice had met 
God’s man, Samuel, who proceeded 
to instruct him, and to privately 
anoint him as king. It was a tender 
scene. The aged prophet, rejected 
by the people as God's ruler over 
them, quietly and sweetly obeyed 
God's command to anoint the young 
man to be king. 


Public recognition, which came 
later, was important, but, with Saul 
as with every servant of the Lord, 
the personal anointing of God, in the 
hidden place of communion with 
Him, was the matter of highest im- 
portance. 


IV. Humble in Attitude (9:21). 

That pride, which was ultimately 
to be Saul’s downfall, was beauti- 
fully absent at the beginning of his 
reign, Although of good family, and 
well-equipped, he saw himself as 
poor and insignificant, not ready for 
such an honor, 

That is the right attitude for one 
who is to serve God. Pride and self- 
assurance do not befit the man who 
stands in the presence of the Al- 
mighty. 

VY. Guided by Principle (10:25). 

Saul did not enter upon his office, 
new as it was to both him and to 
Israel, without a Constitution, that 
is, without principles of action. 
Samuel, the Lord’s prophet, wrote 
down “‘the manner of the kingdom” 
in a book. How interesting, and 
how important. 

Rulers who imagine themselves so 
wise that they need no controlling 
laws, and so powerful that the law 
may not question their decisions, 
are certainly not rulers after God's 
plan. Knowing the heart of man, 
his weakness and pride, God has 
provided true principles by which 
the ruler is to be guided, yes and 
controlled, 


VI. Forgiving in Spirit (10:26-27; 
11:12, 18), 
Some “worthless fellows’’ de- 


spised Saul and would not recog- 
nize him as king. The urge of the 
flesh was to destroy them, and espe- 
cially did that seem proper because 
of their worthless nature. But Saul, 
in true kingly spirit, said that there 
was to be no revenge, just rejoicing. 

To be of the right spirit toward 
one’s enemies is the hall mark of 
Christian character, 

Vil. Established in Office (11: 
14, 15). 

While there is the secret whisper 
of God in the heart, and the per- 
sonal anointing by the Lord’s serv- 
ant, there should be the public rec- 
ognition which establishes the Lord’s 
servant in the eyes of all people. 
Saul had this at Gilgal. It placed 
him among the kings of the earth, 
and prepared the way for his deal- 
ing with other nations as well as 
with his own people, 

Applying that truth to those who 
serve Christ, we say that there is 
upon the church the obligation to 
recognize God's call and anointing 
by giving that official recognition 
which sets the testimony and sery- 
ice of the individual free to exer- 
cise itself among men in general.

Ability and Responsibility 


WHEN a particularly tough and important job comes 
along, it usually lands in the lap of someone who is 
already doing a lot of other jobs well.

New Pacific Blows Loom as U.S. 
Bombers Strike at Philippines

EUROPE: 
Fronts Afire 


The whole French battlefront 
quivered to the clap and clatter of 
gunfire as U. S. and British forces 
pressed their twin offensives against 
the German lines, with American 
troops reported approximately 50 
miles from Paris, 

While mechanized columns speed- 
ed the U. S. advance upon the for- 
mer French capital’from the west 
British and Canadian forces were 
making slower progress to the north 
below Caen, where strong enemy 
armored formations hacked away 
to contain the onslaught while still 
other large concentrations de- 
fended their exposed ffank. 

As the Allied drive on Paris rolled 
on through good tank country, U. S. 
forces in Brittany threw in all the 
weight of their superior gun and 
tank fire to reduce the coastal ports 
of Brest, Lorient and St, Nazaire, 
which would open up important sup- 
ply lines from the Atlantic ocean. 

With every man, woman and child 
in East Prussia mustered for civil- 
jan war service, and Russian forces 


home alone. 


Tough German paratroopers, 
who faced the American on- 
slaught at St, Lo, developed a 
deep respect for U. S. fighting 
qualities. 

According to one of their re- 
ports, which fell into American 
hands, they declared: ‘Enemy 
artillery is distinguished by the 
accuracy of its fire and ma- 
neuverability. Employment ‘in 
depth, changes of positions, self- 


propelled guns—during infantry 
attacks close to the front lines 
—is the doctrine followed. A 


great number of observation 
planes makes it possible ... ta 
fire effectively even on small tar- 
gets.” 

Speaking of U. §S. fire and phos- 
phorus bombs and high explosive 
ammunition, the report revealed: 
“They cause stomach trouble 
and headaches, .. .” 


lurching on the threshold of their 
“holy soil,"’ Nazi armies fought bit- 
terly to hold off the Red forces ad- 
vancing on that Baltic province of 
Germany. 

Farther to the south, the Nazis 
countered Russian advances upon 
the former Polish capital of War- 
saw with equal stubbornness, with 
the Reds seeking to relieve the stale- 
mate by switching their attack 
from the front of the city to the 
northeast in an encirclement at- 
tempt. 

On the southern end of the long 
eastern battlefront, the Russians 
pushed within 75 miles of the Ger- 
man industrial province of Silesia, 
while other Red forces moved with- 
in 27 miles of the Czecho-Slovak bor- 
der in the towering Carpathian 
mountains, where the rugged ter- 
rain was suitable to Nazi defense. 

As U. S. and British troops poised 
for their assault on the enemy's 
“Gothic Line” in the hills north of 
the Arno river in Italy, Polish and 
Italian units harassed the Germans 
on the eastern or Adriatic end of 
the battlefront. 

With the Allies girding for an all- 
out drive on the latest enemy moun- 
tain fortifications, their problems 
of supply over earthy, choky roads 
in the rugged country were relieved 
by the restoration of the seaports of 
Livorno, Civithvecchia and Piom- 
bino.

PACIFIC: 
Battle Plans 


“It’s good to see you, Doug,”’ said 
the President upon greeting General 
MacArthur at Pearl Harbor, and 
on that note did the nation’s chief 
executive open a three-day war con- 
ference with Pacific military and 
naval leaders on the development 
of new offensives for the uncondl- 
tional surrender of the Japanese. 


Heralding things to come in the 
Pacific theater, American Libera- 
tors raided the Philippines for the 
first time in 27 months, striking at 
airfields on Mindanao island, while 
giant B-29s flew over Japan itself to 
rain fire-bombs on the shipbuilding 
center of Nagasaki, and attacked oil 
refineries at Palembang in the East 
Indies, 


Completely restored after the at- 
tack of December 7, 1941, Pear] Har- 
bor was bristling with acres of 
planes, tanks and other battle equip- 
ment as Mr. Roosevelt inspected in- 
stallations during the conferences. 
As a result of these developments, 
the President said, Hawaii was no 
longer an outpost of U. S. defense, 
but “one of our rear areas.” 


WEATHER: 
Rain Needed 


As another heat wave struck parts 
of the Middle West, drought con- 
ditions were intensified east of the 
Mississippi river, with crop growth 
faltering in many sections. 


According to the weather bureau, 
Kentucky may harvest only 50 per 
cent of a corn crop, while condition 
of the grain was spotty in Illinois, 
Michigan, Indiana and Ohio, due to 
heat and moisture deficiency, In 
southern Illinois, soyhean growth 
was poor to good, while extensive 
failures of potatoes, pastures and 
gardens were reported in Ohio. 

West of the Mississippi, however, 
corn prospects were excellent, with 
promise of a banner crop in Iowa 
where the drought was broken in 
the south, and a record harvest in 
Nebraska, with one more good rain, 


OIL: 
Allied Accord 


The withholding of raw materials 
from prospective aggressor coun- 
tries to contribute to postwar peace 
loomed as a result of an oil pact 
signed between the U. S. and Great 
Britain, which conditioned future 
distribution of the product on super- 
vision of an international organiza- 
tion to maintain world security.

Of these, 10 million 
bushels will go to the armed forces, 
and 36 million will be sent out as 
lend-lease food. Maximum prices 
have been set for the 1944 crop. 
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RATIONING: 
New Values 


In an effort to control consump- 
tion, OPA removed utility grades of 
beef and lamb from rationing, re- 
stored pork loins, hams and canned 
fish to the lists, and increased the 
point values of cheese, 

OPA's removal of utility grades of 
beef from rationing was prompted 
by the large movement of such 
classes of cattle to market, while 
the elimination of points on lamb 
was intended to spur the consump- 
tion of such meat. 

Restoration of pork loins and ham 
to rationing, on the other hand, re- 
sulted from a seasonal decline in 
hog marketing. Canned fish was put 
back on the lists because of short 
supplies throughout the country. 

Increases in point values of such 
cheeses as cheddar, colby, cream, 
neufchatel, creamed cottage, Swiss, 
Italian, Munster and limburger 
were necessary to slow down their 
movement into consumer channels, 


WAR PRODUCTION: 
Big Speedup. 


Army officials continued to stress 
the need for an increase in the pro- 
duction of tanks, trucks, big guns 
and ammunition in view of greater 
demands from the flaming battle- 


fronts, 
Latest army bigwig to call for 
more production was Maj, Gen. 


Lucius D. Clay, director of mate- 
rial for the army service forces, who 
declared that schedules for the last 
half of 1944 called for a 77 per cent 
boost in output of aircraft bombs 
over the first six months. 
Production programs for heavy 
artillery ammunition will be up 110 
per cent; heavy artillery weapons, 
23 per cent; light-heavy and heavy- 
weight trucks, 40 per cent; heavy- 
heavyweight trucks, 123 per cent, 
and tanks, 50 per cent.

POSTWAR RELIEF: 


Hot Issue 


While the nation’s production 
hummed at top peak in the fevered 
war effort, senators wrangled over 
measures designed to afford relief 
to millions of workers who may be 
left unemployed in a postwar eco- 
nomic relapse. 


Joined by southern Democrats, 
the Republican minority waged a 
successful fight against the Kilgore- 
Murray bill's delegation of authority 
to a federal work administrator, who 
could deny the unemployed compen- 
sation if they refused to accept posi- 
tions offered them, which might in- 
volve moving their families to other 
regions in some cases. 


While the administration forces 
gave way before the onslaught on 
this provision, they put up a stiffer 
fight for the payment of unemploy- 
ment compensation ranging up to 
$35 a week, while the opposing coali- 
tion stuck by the George bill, which 
would leave these disbursements up 
to the individual states, where they 
run from $15 to $22 a week. The 
George bill also would place all fed- 
eral shipyard, arsenal and other 
workers under state unemployment 
compensation systems. 


TIRE OUTPUT: 
More Sought 


In seeking to speed up the manu- 
facture of heavy tires to keep essen- 
tial military and civilian transporta- 
tion rolling, the War Production 
board revealed that it would strive 
to have CIO workers shift from pas- 
senger to truck tire production, and 
also persuade them to go over their 
own self-imposed quotas of output, 
In attempting to arrange for a 
shift of workers from one depart- 
ment to another, the WPB sought to 
assure their seniority privileges to 
protect them against later layoffs, 
while the WPB proposed propor- 
tional pay boosts for increased out- 
put to counteract the employees’ 
alleged policy of limiting their work 
to avoid rate.cuts for more pro- 
duction. 


LAND SALES 


Sales of farm land acquired by 
the government should be limited to 
those who need it for a home and 
living, with first preference for for- 
mer owners, and second for war 
veterans, Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude Wickard told the house, 
Surplus land, he said, should be 
sold on the basis of its long-time 
earning capacity and not at current 
inflated prices. Some 6,500,000 acres 
have been acquired by the govern- 
ment, only 3,500,000 acres of which 
is considered suitable for farming.
